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The Federal Anti-Pollution Law 


Now that President Johnson has signed 


the anti-water pollution bill of the 1966 
Congress into law, Wisconsin has some 
important decisions before it on determin- 
ing how the law can best be used in 
combination with the farsighted state anti- 
pollution law passed last summer. In 
particular, an examination will be in order 
to determine whether municipalities will 
be able to lower their costs through a 
combination of state and federal aids. 


Wisconsin has had a preliminary debate 


on the subject during the past election 
campaign. Unfortunately, the debate was 
one of generalities limited to the point of 
whether the state should direct its own 
program or whether the federal govern- 
ment would take command through the 
establishment of federal standards and 
federal enforcement 


It is now time to get down to cases. The 


Wisconsin 
law has 
been 
hailed 
in 


Washington as a model for the rest of the 
states because of its intent to establish 
water 
quality 
standards, 
its making 


available up to $6 million yearly in state 
funds to aid municipal projects, and its 
eventual organization of the anti-pollution 
fight into a drainage basin approach. As it 
reached the President, the federal law has 
similar construction. 


The new federal act appropriates $3.9 


billion for the fiscal years of 1967 to 1971, 
of which about $3.5 billion would be for 
federal construction grants to municipali- 
ties. The construction grant total was $1.1 
billion 
more than the 
administration 


request, the amount voted by the House, 
and $950 million less than the Senate had 
authorized before the bill wound up in a 
conference committee. 


The federal construction grants would 


rise from the present $150 million level, 
provided for 1967, to $1.2 billion in 1971. 


Starting in 1967, the new law would 


eliminate dollar ceilings on federal grants 
to individual 
municipal projects and 


substitute a maximum of a flat 30 per cent 
grant 
toward 
approved 
projects. 
In 


addition, the law creates a schedule of 
incentive grants dependent upon state 
action. 


The federal grant can go to 40 per cent 


provided that states pay at least 30 per 
cent of construction costs of all projects 


within its boundaries receiving federal aid. 
The federal grant can go to 50 per cent if 
the state agrees to pay at least 25 per cent 
toward all projects within its boundaries 
receiving federal aid, agrees to set water 
quality standards under existing law for 
inter-state waters, and agrees to enforce 
water quality standards for intra-state 
waters under state law. 


The new federal law also would enable 


federal grants for administrative purposes 
for state or inter-state drainage basin 
agencies. It also called for a report to 
Congress 
in 
1968 
for 
possible 
tax 


incentives to industry for anti-pollution 
facilities, a proposal over the years of Rep. 
John Byrnes and, more recently, of Sen. 
Gaylord Nelson. In this regard, it should 
be recalled that the new state law allows 
exemption from property taxes for anti- 
pollution equipment and enables deduc- 
tions for state income tax purposes. 


The most complex decision before the 


state's new Natural Resources Board will 
be a determination on whether Wisconsin 
can qualify for the federal incentive grants 
with the stipulations that the state 
contribute 25 or 30 per cent to all 
federally-approved projects and that the 
state agree to establish water quality 
standards for inter-state waters within its 
boundaries. The question of how to 
proceed against pollution in Green Bay 
will be directly involved. 


The state law, within the limits of $6 


million yearly, provides that state grants 
of up to one-third of costs and interest 
charges can be made toward municipal 
projects. Local governments, in most cases, 
will be interested in gaining as much 
federal financing as is possible to add to 
the state contribution. 


The new state agency has a complicated 


assignment on its hands, involving both a 
combination of state and federal aids to 
municipalities and the basic question of 
whether a combined federal-state jurisdic- 
tional structure can be evolved to satisfy 
those concerned with loss of state control. 
Now that election campaign oratory has 
been filed away, it is to be hoped that 
there will be space for compromise to 
meet a common goal evidenced by bi- 
partisan support for the act which came 
from the legislature last summer. 


The Job Facing Knowles 


As one of our staff statisticians has 


concluded after poring over the voting 
returns of last week, the endorsement of 
the people of Wisconsin of Gov. Warren P. 
Knowles at the polls was even more 
impressive than the first general news 
accounts showed. In a fair comparison, the 
governor's second term support was better 
than that scored by any other man running 
for governor of Wisconsin in more than a 
decade and a half, at least. 


What now, his friends and backers and 


even skeptical opponents may be asking? 
Will the governor in his second term be 
able to deliver a performance equal to that 
of his first busy and difficult two year 
tenure in the executive office that has won 
such a decisive approval of his constitu- 
ents? 


It may well be, as we assess the 


outlook, that his job will be as difficult, in 
a different way, during the next two years 
as during the biennium now ending. The 
governor has launched a series of dramatic 
new programs, in water conservation 
notably, and in a somewhat less dramatic 
way in education, administrative reorgani- 
zation and in public works fields such as 
highways. 
These 
were 
profitable in 


publicity terms. The image projected, we 
can now see more clearly with the benefit 
of the polling results, was one of energetic 
and enterprising application to tasks 
evident to others earlier, but somehow 
delayed. 


Now comes the time for execution, and 


it is not difficult to apprehend that there 


will be some difficulties in the way. The 
breadth and depth of enforcement com- 
mitment in the field of water pollution law 
violation, for example, has not yet been 
fully realized. When this powerful new 
machinery is in full operation, there will 
be controversy and resistance aplenty, we 
have no doubt. The vocational school 
reorganization plan is thus far merely a 
hope and a plan. Implementation, as the 
bureaucrats like to put it, may be a good 
deal more difficult than the enactment of 
the broad enabling act in the first instance. 
We have already seen signs of the knee- 
jerk opposition of the public 
officer 


establishment 
to 
any 
suggestion 
for 


changing the administrative machinery to 
which they are accustomed, and in which 
they feel comfortable, even if the system 
appears clumsy and inefficient to the rest 
of us. 


A chronic challenge to the governor as 


leader of state policy-making is in assuring 
the treasury enough tax income to support 
high and growing state budgets. Here we 
would venture the guess that working 
control of the legislature by Republicans 
may bring about a more conservative 
approach. It may be one that the governor 
ought to Consider seriously, moreover. One 
of the real incongruities of his election 
campaign was the 
accusation of the 


Democratic Party of Republican profligacy 
at Madison. It might also have been 
involved in the strange fact that Mr. 
Knowles ran behind in some traditionally 
Republican districts last week. 


Moscow as a Convention City 


The clouded matter of better relations 


between the United States and the Soviet 
Union is in for a dose of salts. Moscow is 
beginning to make noises as if it wants to 
become an international convention city. 


Actually in the last few years there 


have been quite a few relatively big 
meetings in Moscow. But these have 
involved scientists, mathematicians, psy- 
chiatrists and physicists in general. Such 
people 
pay 
strict 
attention 
to 
the 


important world matters at hand such as 
splitting protons, cataloguing the ocean 
floors and trying to find out what makes 
ordinary mortals act the way they do. And 
while Russians now cautiously suggest that 


they are interested in the profit motive 
and therefore businessmen in general are 
no longer considered the untouchable 
bourgeois, they really haven't been exposed 
to an American-type convention. 


Last spring an American military 


veteran's organization held its annual 
convention in New York City. There was 
some trouble about the parade because it 
ran rather late and apartment dwellers 
complained that their sleep was disturbed 
by horns and bands.

Reorganization 


I Vietnamese to Lead 
' Pacification Attempt,

SAIGON - President John- 


son's success — or failure — to 
end this war now hangs not on 


big battles but on 
less than a major

reorganization of the Viet Nam 
army. 


Under plans that are still 


secret, the reorganized army 
will become the spear-point of 
"pacification" in the hamlets of 
fliis unhappy land. 


The strategy to use the army 


fa this wholly unaccustomed 
way has been quietly developed 
here over the past several 
months. It is fraught with 
danger, because reorganizing 
any army in the midst of war is 
never easy. But it is also filled 
with hope. It amounts to a 
command decision at last to 
come to grips with the most 
dangerous aspect of this war. 


Pacification is still the main 


object of the war, particularly 
now that the war strategy of 
Gen. William Westmoreland is 
breaking up the enemy's main 
force units. And pacification, 
despite one effort after another 
by the best brains here and at 
home, is going badly. 


Distant Hope 


The word covers a series of 


objectives that come into play 
after an area has been cleared 
of overt Communist guerillas: 
security for the people in the 
area, particularly 
at night, 


rooting 
out the Communist 


infrastructure — the network of 
agents who masquerade as good 
little citizens hi daytime, getting 
the benefits of the central 
government into the hamlets — 
schools, sewers and safety, to 
name three. 


But despite all these valiant 


efforts here and in Washington, 
where pacification is under 
intense presidential scrutiny in 
the person of Robert Komer, 
the first of these requirements 
— security — is still a distant 
hope. 


Without security, the other 


elements are wholly beyond 
reach. Enter the regular army 
of South Viet Nam, laboriously 
trained by the U.S. to fight 
major engagements with main 
force enemy units. The new 
plan is to train perhaps one-half 
of this 310.000-man force in the 
subtle arts of village security. 


This is a very large task. 


South Vietnamese army com- 
manders regard themselves as 
privileged characters. As a 
class, they represent the upper 
middle stratum. 
They have 


never had much contact with 
village peasants. They glory in 
the trappings of military life, 
spit-and-polish, medals and 
special prerogatives. 


Now they are going to be 


asked to turn over their field 
units for training courses to 
prepare them for semi-perma- 
nent occupation hi the hamlets, 
not as heroes but as house- 
mothers. They will be instructed 
low to deal with the peasants 
without alienating 
them, in 


wlice work and-in counter- 
insurgency. It's not a glamorous 
calling, but it happens to be the 
most important single objective 
lere today and it must succeed 
if the U.S. is to make good its 
iledge to free South Viet Nam 
from endless guerilla warfare. 


This employment of the regu- 


lar army is totally different 
from the plan that guided U.S. 
advisers hi the early 1960s, 
when the army was built up. 
Then, its mission was to deal 
with the Communist main force 
units. That was before the 
massive intervention of the U.S. 
Today the U.S. army has that 
mission, freeing the Vietnamese 
army for its new and hazardous 
role. 


Solid Backing 


Despite predictable resistance 


to the new plan among army 
officers, it has solid backing of 
the highly-regarded Major Gen- 
eral Nguyen Due Thang, one of 
the new army generals of 
peasant stock. And it has the 
complete support of Prime 
Minister Nguyen Cao Ky. 


Furthermore, U.S. pacifica- 


tion experts who have learned 
new techniques of working with 
villages in several areas —• in 
Danang under Marine Gen. Lew 
Walt and near Saigon tinder 
Army Gen. William Depuy — 
will help the Vietnamese army 
make the transformation from 
combat to pacification.

The Leonid Shower was 


explained today by Edith 
Flather, a member of the 
research staff at Madison. She 
said meteor sightings will be 
possible for about four days 
with maximum terrestial activ- 
ity occurring Wednesday night. 


Activity Explained 


During the shower, all me- 


teors seem to be coming from 
a point in the constellation of^ 
Leo (The Lion). "As you trace 
them backwards, all the lines 
would intersect at a point in 
Leo," said the lady scientist., 


"You 
always see more 


meteors after midnight than 
before," she continued, "be- 
cause before midnight you are 
on the back side of the earth 
so a meteor has to be moving 
faster than the earth in order 
for it to be visible." 


Sightings will be aided. Miss 


Flather explained, due to the 
fact that the moon has not yet 
reached its first quarter and, 
consequently, its light will not 
interfere with watching. 


"About 25 meteors per hour 


will be visible. You can see 
them all over the sky. You'll 
see them flash across the sky 
in a matter of seconds."

before," she continued, "be- 
cause before midnight you are 
on the back side of the earth 
so a meteor has to be moving 
faster than the earth in order 
for it to be visible." 


Sightings will be aided, Miss 


Flather explained, due to the 
fact that the moon has not yet 
reached its first quarter and, 
consequently, its light will not 
interfere with watching. 


"About 25 meteors per hour 


will be visible. You can see 
thein all ever the sky. You'll 
see them flash across the sky 
in a matter of seconds," Miss 
Flather said. 


Sighting the Lenid Shower 


will be easiest with the eye, 
she said. "By the tune you set 
your telescrope, 
they'd be 


gone." 


John H. Evans, assistant 


professor 
of astronomy at 


WSU-0, said today, "This 
used to be one of the most 
magnificent of all 
meteor 


streams. There were outstand- 
ing displays in 1833, 1866 and 
1867," he said. 


Large Showers 


"They seem to occur in 


extra large showers in about 
35 year intervals," Evans 
said. "They could reappear 
this year with considerable 
activity but they are appa- 
rently distributed in space in 
a very strange pattern and so 
we are kind of uneasy about 
making predictions," he add- 
ed 


Evans did predict, however, 


that sightings would be possi- 
ble at about 1 a.m. in the 
southeastern sky. T h e i r 
source is the constellation 
Leo, he said, "which is shaped

question mark." 


Miss Flather said, "There's 


a clump of these things 
traveling around the sun. If 
the earth goes right through 


the clump, you get a good 
sighting."
